The eyes of the world are rapidly 


being focused upon the sub-arctic re- 
gion of northern Canada along the 
banks of the Mackenzie river at a point 
some fourteen hundred miles from a 
railroad, from which stretches what 
now appears may develop Into one of 
the richest petroleum fields In the 
world. The first news of the immense 
possibilities became known to the 
world at large In October, 1920, when 
a dlschart^d employee of the Imperial 
Oil company related at Edmonton, Al- 
berta, how the company had brought 
in a gusher averaging about 1,000 bar- 
rels a day. 


Edmotftoa Is the city nearest to the 


strike, a distance of 1,600 miles, but 
where .the recording office for the 
northwest territories still Is. The news 
of the new flelfl spread rapidly until 
by March men In all parts of the world 
bad begun preparing to rush to the 
sub-arctic region as soon as navigation 
opens. 


The Irony of the present excitement 


Is that the knowledge that the Mac- 
kenzie river region Is rich In oil pos- 
sibilities Is not at all a new thing. 
Alexander Mackenzie, the celebrated 
explorer, made much mention of the 
oil seepages along the Mackenzie 130 
years ago, and Sir John Franklin also 
mentions bow the oil eraded from the 
earth in great quantities. The exist- 
ence of oil was also known to many 
men In recent days, but the Immense 
distance of the field from ran head 
and the tremendous difficulties of navi- 
gation and the shortness of the season 
discouraged arv Individual or small 
company/from going Into this faraway 
field, lying only 150 miles from the 
arctic circle.
